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NEW BIOLOGY BUILDING . 

The new annexe to the Biology Building which was to have been ready 
for last October is now nearing completion and should be ready for use in 
spring. Originally planned as a one story building designed to alleviate the 
space problem cind to meet the needs of the Biology Department, it has be- 
come a three floor structure which will also accommodate Woodlot Manage- 
ment and Entomology. The new building is situated just off the passage from 
the Main Building to the Biology Building . 

Each floor will contain an office, a research laboratory, and another 
laboratory which will double as a classroom. These rooms will have five 
tables each serving six students. A table running around the wall will provide 
additional working area. Among other features there will be a Vinylite tile 
floor on cement, compressed air outlets, and modern fume exhaust systems. 
The basement will serve as an Insect Physiology Laboratory, while Plant 
Physiology will be housed on the ground floor and Woodlot Management on the 
second floor. The emphasis throughout has been on improved facilities for 
research. 

This will be the first addition to the college buildings since the war, 
the last new construction being the Agricultural Engineering Building which was 
put up during the war years. No official name has yet been given to the buildmg, 
but it is expected that an official opening function will be held during the half 
centenary celebrations of the College in June. Once more we are indebted to 
our benefactors. Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. Stewart, who have so willingly 
financed the project.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 



In discussing the question of religious education, let us first peruse the 
basic aims of our curriculum. We, as prospective teachers, understand the mean- 
ing of the word education in its most profound sense. We realize that the para- 
mount role of the school is to prepare the child for well-adjusted citizenship. 
Thus, our curriculum is designed with an eye to the best possible development of 
such traits as honesty, co-operation, and an appreciation of the beautiful. The 
edifice of Good Character must, of course, have a firm foundation upon which to 
stcind if it is to be a permanent structure. Centuries of experience have taught us 
that the most effective material for this grounding is religious understanding. 

We have established that the main aim of education is to develop good 
character. We have also discovered that the best possible foundation for this 
quality is religion. Thus it becomes apparent that religious training automatically 
and axiomatically be an integral part of the school curriculum. 

Unfortunately, we are all familiar with the deplorable lack of emphasis 
upon the teaching of Scripture in today's classroom. It receives sufficient consider- 
ation in theory -- but is this true in practice? 

The Scripture lesson in most classes takes the form of a superfluous 
introductory lesson - a prelude to the day's work. 

Perhaps, if it were required that religious instruction be given during 
the middle of the school day, and that periodic examinations or tests in the subject 
become compulsory, the standard of religious education would be raised at least 
to a plane of equal importance with the other requisites of an effective curriculum. 
It is up to us, as teachers, to consider this matter with the gravity which it 
merits .
